Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1-4, 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fujio et al (JP 
2000-57635). Fujio et al discloses an optical recording medium suitable for printing pattern 
characteristics including a print receiving layer (printing acceptance layer); wherein the entire 
area of the outermost layer consists of the print receiving layer (re claim 2-see paragraph [0055] 
wherein the print receiving layer is printable with a water base ink (re claim 3 -see paragraph 
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[0017]; wherein the mean particle diameter is 200nm or less (re claim 4-see paragraph [0020]); 
wherein the fine particles comprise between 30%-90% of weight of an inorganic substance (re 
claim 17-see paragraph [0021]. 

Response to Amendment 

7. Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last Office 
action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

8. Applicant's arguments, filed 6/25/03 with respect to the rejection(s)of claim(s) 1-4, 17 
under Komaki have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been 
withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view 
ofFujioetal.

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure, including JP Patent to Shinichi et al (9-245379) which discusses the use of a cation 
resin print-receiving layer.
